ANNOUNCED  BY  BOARD  CHAIRMAN 

George  M.  Shapiro,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  described  this  week  the  recog¬ 
nition  accorded  some  of  the  major  gifts  to  the  Building  Fund  for  which  honorarials  are 
being  established. 

The  Religious  School,  as  was  announced  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  is  now  “The 
Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies”  as  a  result  of  a  major  gift  by  the  executors  of  the  estate 
of  Joseph  M.  Mazer,  Mr.  William  Mazer  and  Mr.  Daniel  G.  Ross. 

The  Adult  Education  branch  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  has  been  renamed  the 
Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  in 
recognition  of  the  magnanimous  gifts  from 
the  family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Abraham  I.  Sherr. 
Mr.  Sherr  is  President  of  the  congregation. 

The  Silbert  Playground  will  occupy  the 
roof  area  of  the  joined  Milton  Steinberg 
House  and  the  new  building.  Named  for 
Raimie  and  Gerald  Silbert,  whose  apartment 
overlooks  the  area,  this  playground  will  pro¬ 
vide  countless  hours  of  fun  for  the  children 
enrolled  in  the  Early  Childhood  Center  of  the 
Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies.  Mr.  Silbert 
is  a  Vice  President  of  the  Congregation. 

The  third  floor,  which  will  house  the 
Elementary  School,  will  be  named  by  Lite 
and  Arnold  Sabin  in  memory  of  his  father 
and  in  honor  of  his  mother  and  her  parents. 
Mr.  Sabin  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Chairman  of  the  annual 
dinner  given  by  the  synagogue  to  benefit  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America. 

The  new  Art  Room,  which  will  be  located  on  the  third  floor,  will  be  named  in  honor 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nathan  B.  Kogan  and  the  Brand  Foundation,  in  recognition  of  their  gifts. 
Mr.  Kogan  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  has  served  the  congregation  as  its 
Treasurer  for  5  years  and  now  as  Honorary  Treasurer. 

The  fourth  floor  facilities  for  the  High  School  Department  of  the  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies  are  a  result  of  a  major  gift  from  the  Lowe  Foundation  (Mr.  and  Mrs. 
David  Fogelson).  In  addition  to  the  facilities  for  the  high  school  program,  the  fourth  floor 
will  house  a  Board  Room  and  Conference  Center,  the  Greenfield  Youth  Lounge  and  the 
Rothschild  Tape  Archives.  Mrs.  Greenfield  made  her  gift  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Frederick  William  Greenfield.  She  was  an  original  contributor  to  the  Building  Fund  and 
has  contributed  to  it  each  year  since  then  to  ensure  the  availability  of  funds  for  a  fine  new 
building. 

The  Butler-Bronfman  Music  Room  was  donated  by  long-time  members,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jack  Butler.  It  will  be  an  integral  part  of  the  beautiful  David  J.  Putterman  Music  Center. 

The  entrance  foyer  of  the  new  building  will  be  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Seymour 
Wimpfheimer,  in  appreciation  of  their  gift  to  the  Building  Fund.  Dr.  Wimpfheimer  is  an 
Honorary  President  of  the  Congregation  and  his  wife,  Vicki,  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Co-Chairman  of  the  School  Board. 

Mr.  Shapiro  said  that  there  are  other  opportunities  remaining  for  congregants  to  desig¬ 
nate  space  in  the  new  building  for  honorarials.  It  is  true  that  as  the  new  building  nears 
completion,  it  will  be  easier  for  congregants  to  see  those  areas  they  may  wish  to  have 
designated  in  honor  of/in  memory  of  loved  ones,  but  he  urges  those  who  are  interested  to 
get  in  touch  with  him,  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  their  gifts  may  become  part  of  the 
Dedication  Ceremonies.

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Summer  Reading 

Whether  it  really  provides  leisure  or 
not,  the  summer  is  a  time  when  many  of 
us  have  a  leisure  mentality.  And  that  often 
means  the  resolve  to  read  a  book  not  yet 
read,  from  that  long  list  that  each  of  us 
carries  around. 

Might  I  offer  a  personal  suggestion?  A 
book  that  is  readily  portable,  that  contains 
such  varied  terrain  that  it  can  be  good 
reading  for  most  moods.  It  has  history, 
religion,  fantasy,  love,  intrigue,  ethics 
and  poetry,  and  has  outlasted  every  other 
book  which  has,  at  one  time  or  another, 
shared  the  best-seller  list  with  it.  The 
Jewish  Bible  is  what  I  suggest. 

There  is  probably  no  book  that  has 
been  more  important  to  Western  Civili¬ 
zation,  let  alone  the  Jews,  than  the  Bible. 
The  English  poet  Milton,  as  well  as  his 
contemporaries,  placed  the  Bible  at  the 
center  of  their  cultural  resources.  The 
modern  literary  critic  Northrop  Frye  has 
cited  the  Bible  as  the  backbone  of  the 
values  and  ideas  with  which  Western  man 
lives.  Yet  the  Bible  is  rarely  taught  in 
secular  schools.  It  is  often  neglected  at 
home.  And  what  a  book  it  is  to  read! 

Choose  your  edition.  Would  you  like 
it  to  be  readable  in  modern  English  prose? 
Then  use  the  Jewish  Publication  Society’s 
New  English  Translation,  which  exists 
today  for  most  of  the  Biblical  books.  Or 
do  you  prefer  an  older  English  style?  Try 
the  old  J.P.S.  Suit  your  taste. 

Where  to  begin?  With  any  of  the  Bible’s 
39  books  you  like.  Genesis  and  Exodus 
are  marvelous.  Deuteronomy  is  a  review 
of  the  essential-Torah  in  magnificent 
rhetorical  style.  Prefer  history?  Try  the 
Books  of  Samuel  or  Kings.  Want  to  read 
great  visionaries?  Try  Isaiah  or  Jeremiah.

Hazzan  Putterman  Memorialized 
At  Cantors  Convention 


David  J.  Putterman,  who  served  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  and  American  Jewish 
community  for  half  a  century  as  a  hazzan, 
teacher  and  leader,  received  a  posthu¬ 
mous  testimonial  tribute  at  a  memorial 
concert  given  during  the  33rd  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Cantors  Assembly  held 
at  Grossingers  in  April. 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  appearing  with 
the  Concert  Chorus  of  the  Eastman  Con¬ 
servatory  from  Rochester,  New  York, 
presented  liturgical  works  by  composers 
Yedhudi  Wyner,  Sholom  Secunda,  Kurt 
Weill  and  Gershon  Kingsley.
